It doesn’t do much of a job of 
separating us from Asia. On one 
of those unusually clear days 


which come now and then in 
an Arctic winter, our troops have 
watched the Russians at maneu- 
vers across the way. It must have 
been across that narrow strait 
that the ancestors of the Ameri- 
can Indians came. Unless, of 
course, there was a land connec- 
tion there at the,time, as almost 
certainly there was many centu- 
ries ago. 

Already at least two commer- 
cial airlines-are planning regular 
scheduled flights along the great 
circle route over the Arctic to 
ferry passengers between Europe 
and the United States. It is an 
astonishing fact, but the Arctic 
is becoming one of the new cross- 
roads of the world. Bleak, grim, 
foreboding, cruel, we must know 
more about it. Much of our weath- 
er is born there. If an attack 
comes down upon us the aircraft 
which bring the first blow of it 
will almost surely come from Eu- 
rasia over the Arctic. 


Icebreakers 

Our fifth icebreaker—of which 
we must have a large fleet, is 
being rushed to completion here 
after launching. (The Russians 
have such a fleet and claim ice- 
breakers twice as powerful as the 
Glacier.)

The Glacier is broad-beamed 
and 310 feet long. Icebreakers 
must be kept short since they 
must be maneuverable in small 
areas of free water. She will have 
the two largest direct propulsion 
motors yet installed in any ship 
in marine history. Ten diesel-pow- 
ered generators supply power to 
them. Each motor weighs 108 tons 
and the two together produce 21,- 
000 shafted horsepower. 

It is estimated this power will 
enable the Glacier to push through 
ice up to 15 feet in thickness. 

There is not a flat place on her. 
Builders of icebreakers learned 
lessons from the early wooden 
ships. They give the hull a shape 
like that of an orange. The hull 
must be able literally to wallow 
in ice as well as break through 
with the power, weight and the 
effective heavy steel bow, cut at 
a 30-degree angle. 

For a few more hurried days 
she will know sun and warm wa- 
ters of the guilf—and then she will 
go on to her destined duty to do 
battle with the ice.

TOKYO, Monday, Sept. 27—A 
typhoon roared through northern 
Japan last night sinking 208 ships 
and taking an estimated death 
toll of nearly 3,000 persons, in- 
cluding 53 Americans. 

Some 977 persons, including the 
Americans, were drowned when 
a jam-packed National Railways 
ferry capsized in the _ storm- 
lashed straits between Hokkaido 
and Honshu. 

The U.S. Far East Command 
reported at least 12 American 
military personnel of 52 aboard 
the 4,337-ton ferry Toya Maru 
were known to have perished. 
The other American was Thomas 
M. West, 60, an agent for a cos- 
metic firm, 


SOME SURVIVORS 


The Japanese Maritime Safety 
Board reported there were 155 
survivors, but did not say whether 
any Americans were among them. 
The board said 442 bodies had been 
recovered and 544 persons sstill 
were missing. 

Besides those drowned many 
were killed, it was believed, when 
railroad cars loaded on the train 
ferry broke loose and crushed pas- 
sengers in rushes of the heavy ve- 
hicles from side to side in the 
storm-bound ship.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 ®— 
Sen. Jackson (D-Wash) said to- 
day the Defense department un- 
der Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
is helping to drive independent 
auto makers out of business by 
concentrating orders in General 


Motors. 

Jackson, a member of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee, 
said figures given him by the de- 
partment show that defense con- 
tracts held by General Motors 
increased by a net $1,700,000,000 
in the first 18 months of the 
Eisenhower administration. 

During this same period, he 
said, the net defense contracts 
of all other auto makers declined 
$395,000,000. Jackson called this 
a “startling reversal’ of pre- 
vious Democratic policy and said 
it has “gravest implications” 
from a defense standpoint. 


STOUT DENIAL 

Aides to Wilson, who formerly 
headed General Motors, declined 
official comment pending a de- 
tailed study of Jackson's state- 
ment. But other Defense de- 
partment sources stoutly denied 
that General Motors has recevied 
favored treatment. 

One of these said General 
Motors inevitably will get a large 
sharge of defense orders because 
it is one of the nation’s biggest 
land most efficient producers. But 
he said smaller firms are favored 
whenever possible, even though it 
sometimes costs more.

Free Trade Support 


President Eisenhower has reiterated 
his stand on progressive removal of trade 
restrictions to stimulate world commerce. 
In a message Friday to the International 
Bank and International Monetary Fund 
governors, the President gave assurances 
of continued support for freer trade. 


While the President again shows an 
awareness of the importance of trade to 
stability and peace in the free world, there 
is more and more pressure in Washington 
for higher tariffs. The recent hike in the 
tariff against Swiss watches, which the 
President authorized, is an example. It 
has created deep resentment and worry 
about what will be next. 


In his recent thought-provoking book, 
The Treason of the People, Ferdinand 
Lundberg writes: 


“Whatever else they may be a _ conse- 
quence of, wars are all invariably expressions 
of policies of some kind, of policies that clash. 
These policies are one-sidedly held, by an aill- 
evil aggressor versus an injured all-innocent, 
although the people of the United States have 
pretty successfully maintained from the be- 
ginning an attitude of injured and persever- 
ing innocence in international affairs. 

‘Plenty of United States policies in the past 
have been implemented with teeth that dug 
deeply into people around the world and our 
people have supported them to the hilt. 
Among such policies have been, and remain, 
our high tariff policies coupled with aggres- 
sive entry into foreign markets. Business- 
men, industrialists, labor leaders and polli- 
ticians all say these policies are necessary to 
protect the American standard of living from 
cheap foreign competition. 

“‘While this may be true, it is also true that 
men must die and be injured in war to sustain 
the tariff and other domestic policies against 
which other people, also interested in main- 
taining and elevating living standards, find it 
difficult to make headway.” 


Our trade policies do affect the course 
of world events. As the world’s greatest 
ereditor nation of all time, high tariff 
policies are not in our own long-range in- 
terests. They certainly give us no help 
in the cold war struggle with communism.

Robert Moses Lashes 
Defeatism on Traffic 


The $25,000 prize offered last year by 
the General Motors Corp. for the. best 
essay on the nation’s highway problem 
was won by Robert Moses, New York’s 
city planner and park commissioner. 

Mr. Moses went out to Detroit the 
other day and made a speech about urban 
traffic congestion. What he said may not 
have won any monetary award, but it 
deserves a prize for the blunt way in 
which it lays on the line the direct ap- 
proach to alleviating downtown traffic 
jams. 


Here’s what Mr. Moses said: 

“The current nationwide defeatist attitude 
toward urban street congestion is getting 
pathological. It will last and get worse until 
people generally get: into the mood“ to let 
someone lift them out of their misery. 

“Whether you think of Detroit, Chicago or 
New York, Los Angeles or Miami, there is no 
city traffic problem which cannot be largely 
solved, except at extraordinary peak hours, 
by simply giving adequate power and undevi- 
ating support to one official with guts, allow- 
ing him two years to do it and keeping the 
yapping critics, selfish interests and trembling 
politicians off his neck during this interval. 
Above all, it will be essential to ward off 
those outwardly virtuous citizens, the whited 
sepulchers, who heartily endorse the principle 
but object to its application. 

“Certainly the remedies will be drastic 
and there will be loud cries for the head of 
the martyr who undertakes this chore. Every 
big city will, however, get around to such a 
conclusion before long. Palliatives, compro- 
mises and inoffensive tricks simply won't 
work. This is no job for diplomatic protgcol 
boys.” 

A drastic ban on street: parking is 
a moot question in Atlanta. Right now 

the issue is involved in the Mitchell street 
improvement project. There are those in 
the city government who want no money 
spent on the widening of Mitchell street 
east to Spring unless parking is banned 
on Mitchell from Spring street toward 
the Capitol. 

That position makes sense. Prohibit- 
ing on-the-street parking is the quickest 
and cheapest way to add two lanes to a 
street. But it takes the kind of courage 
prescribed by Robert Moses to pull the 
thing off.

Lighthouse for Blind, Now in Sixth Year, 
Has Aided 1,607 Overcome Eye Troubles 


Atlanta — It was a pleasure to 
hear Ralph McGill speak at the 
Atlanta Lions Club recently and 
I was interested in his having given 
recognition to the Lions Clubs in 
the state as sponsors of work for 
the blind. 

Since its beginning at a meeting 
held in Macon, Georgia, on March 
27, 1949, at which time I became 
the first president, the Lighthouse 
has handled 1607 cases for eye 
correction, operations, treatment, 
furnishing of glasses and many 
other services all of which have 
been furnished free to the patients 
and the work goes on. 

During the month of July, 1954, 
which was the biggest month so 
far, the Lighthouse handled 101 
new cases. It should be of interest 
to know that “The Constitution” 
has played a wonderful part in 
giving publicity to the annual 
North-South baseball game which 
is played each year for the benefit 
of the Lighthouse and which in 
the year 1954 netted the Lighthouse 
$16,246.45. 

The Lions International, which 
is the parent organization of Lions 
Clubs, has always frowned on any 
joint combine of Lions Clubs for 
any specific purpose and, for that 
reason, the Georgia Lighthouse had 
to break down a great deal of 
resistance along this line with 
Lions International but which so- 
licited the help of individual Lions 
and the individual Lions Clubs and 
by setting up the organization on 
this basis we were able to get 
over the hurdle of Lions Interna- 
tional’s objections and have gone 
forward in the rendering of the 
great humanitarian service.

Tonight will be a very happy experience for 
me. I am going to speak at a dinner at the 
Mary Brannan Church in Sylvan Hills in Atlanta. 
When I think of that church I say as St. Paul wrote to the churc 


h at 


Phillippi, ‘‘I thank God upon.every remembrance of you.”’ 
It was nearly 20 years ago that I went there as the pastor. [ 
was young and inexperienced and so was the church. 


We held our meetings in a little 
log cabin on Deckner .street which 
we rented for $20 a month. The 
church was only two yearsgold at 
that time and the membership was 
small but a more loyal and con- 
secrated group I have never 
known. 

To my dying day I will not for- 
get how they took their young 
preacher into their hearts. My ser- 
mons were poor and I knew very 
little about running a church, but 
in spite of my limitations they 
loved me, prayed for me, encour- 
aged me and supported my plans. 


I remember when our first baby 
came how the ladies ‘‘showered’’ 
us with the baby’s every need. 
When the tires on my secondhand 
car could run no longer, the men 
bought me a new set. 


And times were hard in 1935. 
The depression was on us. Salaries 
were low and jobs were scarce, but 
I have never known any people to 
more unselfishily and _ joyfully 
share what they had with the 
church than my members in Syl- 
van Hills. Maybe I had some critics 
in the church. Maybe there were 
some who did not like me. I don’t 
remember. But I will never for- 
get what I owe to that church. 

I enjoy remembering the men 


of the Board of Stewards. J. W. 
(Jimmy) Lunceford was the chair. 
man and a fine leader for us.,- 
George Keller, Charlie Marshall, 
Tom Sims, Buster Burke, John At- 
taway, J. E. Bishop, L. E. Bart- 
lett, Robert Chandler, N. L. Moles 
and Joe Mainville.

Top Labor Greets 
Ike With Coolness 


WASHINGTON—It is clear, anew, that the Ei- 
senhower administration is making no headway 
in winning the political support of labor union 


leadership. 


This fact was amply demonstrated by the relatively cool recep- 
tion which the President and Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell 
received at the hands of the annual convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in Los Angeles this past week. 


This doesn't mean, of course, that 
the administration is not holding 
and is not winning substantial po- 
litical support from the rank and 
file of organized labor itself. 

In 1952, for the first time in its 
history, the AFL formally commit- 
ted its backing to one presiden- 
tial candidate, Adlai E. Stevenson, 
and, despite the almost monolithic 
opposition of union leadership, Gen. 
Eisenhower received a higher per- 
centage of labor votes than any Re- 
publican candidate in many years. 

This suggests a healthy independ- 
ence of thinking on the part of 
workers. It seems evident that 
President George Meany and other 
national executives of the AFL are 
not depised to encourage this in- 
dependent thinking among the 
union’s 10,000,000 members by giv- 
ing the administration any appre- 
ciable—let alone generous—praise 
for its prolabor accomplishments. 
They allowed Secretary Mitchell 
to speak his piece and sat on their 
hands for the most part. 

What does Mr. Mitchell think the 
administration has done right for 
which he thinks it deserves labor 
support?

3,000 Perish as Typhoon 
Spills 208 Ships in Japan 


Continued From Page 1 


presumably killed in a landslide 
near Hakodate. 

The ferry Toya Maru carried 
1,042 passengers and a crew of 
98 when it left Hakodate, Hok- 
kaido. for the 75-mile run _ to 
Aomori, Honshu. 

The vessel was dragged from 
its anchorage behind the Hako- 
date breakwater, driven against 
rocks and overturned in the lash- 
ing waves. 

A miscalculation by ‘ weather 
forecasters was blamed for the 
disaster which came late last 
night after the clumsy vessel 
battled mountainous seas whip- 
ped by Typhoon Marie’s 118 mile 
per hour gusts. 


A U.S. landing ship (LST) car- 
rying 19lst Calvary Division 
troops ran aground four miles 
from where the ferry capsized 


and sent an SOS. All aboard were 
rescued by a Japanese tug and 
frigate. 

The four train-carrying ferries 
foundered just off the port of 
Hakodate. Lost were the Kitami 


Maru, the Tokachi Maru, the 
Mikadi Maru and the Seikan 
Maru. 


The sinking of the Toya Maru 
appeared to be one of the worst 
peacetime mishaps in maritime 
history. The worst on record is 
the 1912 loss of the liner Titanic, 
when 1,517 persons drowned in the 
North Atlantic. 

Survivors of the ferry boat dis- 
aster told a terrifying story of 
confusion and hysteria in a dark 
night, giant waves and howling 


winds that washed old women and 
children overboard. 

They said the ferry’s engine ap- 
parently failed and it could not 
hold to its anchored position in 
the shelter of the breakwater. 
Pulling its anchor in the gale, it 
drifted out into the strait where 
winds and high seas overturned it. 

The ship sank near shore. Bodies 
and survivors were washed onto 
the beach. 

Those who reached shore alive 


wandered about looking and call- 


ing for relatives. A few were able’ 
to swim: to shore. 

Some old couples had tied them- 
selves to each other.with strings 
of their life jackets. Their bodies 
were washed ashore together. 

The badly listing ship capsized 
only a few minutes after the cap- 
tain sent an SOS. 

Miss Asa Sato, 37, who barely 
succeedec in swimming to shore 
described the scene: . 

‘There was a terrible sound and 


the ferry turned over,’’ she said. 
“I broke open a window in the 
third-class quarters and jumped 
into the sea. I swam frantically 
and reached shore. The third- 
class quarters were practically 


filled with water when I escaped 
and I think those who stayed be- 
hind were all drowned.” 

The raging typhoon, third to hit 
Japan this month, inflicted heavy, 
casualties and damage ashore. 
Powerful winds fanned a small 
fire into a giant holocaust last 
night, destroying or damaging 
2,900 houses in the town of Iwani

INFERIORITY COMPLEX 


Jealousy is usually based on | 
a feeling of inferiority. The vic- | 
tim is afraid that somebody else 
can influence hig sweetheart 
more successfully than he can. 


So he keeps a careful watch 
upon her in order to guard her 
against social contacts with 
these supposedly more master- 
ful men whom he fears. 

A*man’s feeling of inferiority 
often starts with the frigidity 
of his wife. He has heard many 
exaggerated stories about pas- 
sionate women, so he expects 
his wife to react accordingly.

The same can be said of get- 


ting more sieep and sunshine. 
Dramatic changes have followed 
improvement in hygienic prac- 
tices and dietary habits. Restric- 
tion of fats, proteins, or salt has 
been suggested. The emotional 
aspect must not be overlooked 
as strain associated with worry, 
anxiety, and grief has an ad. 
verse effect upon psoriasis. 


Internal and external reme 
dies for psoriasis are varied and 
numerous. Favorites include 
chrysarobin and ointments con- 
taining ammoniated mercury, 
anthralin, or coal tar. 

Exposure to the sun also helps 
and coal tar enhances the ef- 


fect by making the skin more 
sensitive to the ultraviolet rays. 
Internal medications include cal- 
cium, vitamin D, arsenic, ACTH, 
or cortisone. Hydrocortisone 
ointment has proved of tempo- 
rary value in certain forms of 
the disease. 

Psoriasis usually begins as a 
red, slightly raised lesion the 
size of a pea. Later, dry, shiny, 
silvery scales cover the center 
part, with one layer heaped 
upon another. If the upper crust 
is pulled off or wiped away, one 
or two bleeding points will be 
noted.

Artist Recalls Moods of Marshall 
As Portrait Is Hung at Seminary

The artist whose brush in- 
terpreted the dynamic person- 
ality of Peter Marshall recalled 
Sunday some interesting fea- 
tures of the famed Scottish 
divine upon presentation of the 
portrait to Columbia Theological 
Seminary. 

“I. knew Peter Marshall be- 
fore I began his portrait,’ said 
Frank Mack. “He first came to 
my studio as a guest at a party 
celebrating the birthday of a 
mutual friend. I had the op- 
portunity of seeing him in a 
joyous, carefree mood; laugh- 
ing, jesting and singing with 
friends. 

“His serious side became 
known to me, too. Once he was 
a guest at luncheon and held us 
spellbound while he discussed 
theological beliefs. In that in- 
formal setting, it was clear how 
his logic and sincerity could in- 


fect large audiences with such 
enthusiasm. 

“That luncheon points up one 
of the traits of which Catherine 
Marshall has spoken in her 
book, ‘A Man Called Peter.’ 
She wrote: ‘His best ideas came 
to him during discussions with 
friends which would last late into 


the night.’ ”’ 
Mack recalled that Peter 
Marshall was for that reason 


sometimes very late for his sit- 
tings. 

“During the time he was in 
and out of our home during the 
painting of the portrait, he spent 
much time browsing in our 
library and examining books by 
Scotch authors such as Ian 
MacLaren’s ‘Beside the Bonnie 
Briar Bush’ and the works of 
Thomas Carlisle. 

“Once when we were discus- 
sing, in a light vein, our various 
conceptions of heaven, Peter 
looked out over the hills that 


surround the studio where huge 
encircling hickories were a bril- 
liant blaze of gold. He wondered, 
he said, if anything in the celes- 
tial regions could be more beau- 
tiful than that!’’ 

Mack painted the _ portrait 
shortly after Dr. Marshall as- 
sumed the pastorate of West- 
minster Presbyterian Church 
here. 

‘“‘Mrs. Mack and I shall never 
forget Peter Marshall nor a meal 
he had with us. After one of his 
sittings, my wife invited him to 
eat lunch. 

‘She discovered to her con- 
stéernation that there was noth- 
ing in the house but corned beef. 
That was before a well-stocked 
freezer was standard equipment. 

‘‘So we sat and ate corned beef 
and bread. But Peter Marshall’s 
table talk made the meal so 
interesting that our corned beef 
luncheon became a memorable 
one.”’
